Regular Monthly Meeting on May 20 


Final Meeting of Current Year Will See Installation 
of President-Elect Cartwright and Other Officers 


The final monthly meeting of the cur- 
rent year will be held on Tuesday, May 
20, at the Stevens Hotel and will be fea- 
tured by the installation of officers. The 
topic of the scientific session will be 
practice management with Dr. Charles 
H. Kendall, of Milwaukee, as speaker. 


ESSAYIST 


The essayist of the May meeting, ac- 
cording to Dr. James W. Ford, chairman 
of the Monthly Meeting Program Com- 
mittee, is a well-known authority in the 
field of practice management. He has 
appeared before the Midwinter Meeting 
and on numerous other programs 
throughout the country. His formal 
topic at the meeting here will be Some 
Considerations of Practice Management. 

Dr. Kendall will discuss the profes- 
sional, business and psychological factors 
which lead to success. This will include 
such topics as income, overhead ex- 
penses, financial planning, dental credits 
and methods for eliminating unsatisfac- 
tory accounts. He will also present a 
yardstick for determining fees. In _ his 
lectures Dr. Kendall emphasizes the fact 
that his approach to the subject is strictly 
professional and that he has openly ad- 
vocated discarding the various forms of 
commercialization that have been so 
widely advocated by many. 

Dr. Kendall was graduated from 
Northwestern University Dental School 
in 1919 after having attended Platteville 
State Teachers College. He has been in 
general practice for twenty-two years and 
has served in various capacities with civic 
and business organizations. His lecture 
will follow the business session in the 
North Ball Room and will begin at 8 :30.

“‘Prehabilitation” of Registrants for 
Selective Service Is Urged by Plan 


Propose to Teach Registrants to Recognize and Remove 
Remediable Defects Before Going to Draft Board 


A new word made its appearance in 
the language with the announcement, by 
the Medical Advisory Council of Selec- 
tive Service, of a plan for the “prehabili- 
tation” of registrants. This plan, arising 
out of the wholesale rejections for rea- 
sons of physical condition, will attempt 
to make registrants recognize their own 
defects and have the remediable ones 
removed before reporting to the local 
draft boards for examination. 

In the announcement it was stated 
that “the plan provides that (1) regis- 
trants familiarize themselves with the 
physical standards required, (2) regis- 
trants apply to their local physicians 
and dentists if they fall short of the 
stipulated standards, (3) family phy- 
sicians and dentists correct defects if 
they are remediable, and (4) registrants 
carry certificates of prehabilitation to 
local and induction boards at the time 
they present themselves for examina- 
tion.””? 

The plan was originated because of 
the large number of rejections that have 
occurred. “To date,” the announcement 
stated, “the number of deferments and 
rejections has been large, so great in- 
deed that considerable concern is evident 
in Selective Service, in the Army and 
in the country as a whole. It is estimated 
that less than 15 per cent of the 16,500,- 
000 registrants are being classed as avail- 
able for military service. This situation 
obviously calls for analysis and for the 
adoption of remedial measures. 

“It is estimated that approximately 
5,000,000 have been classified and that 
more than 600,000 have been physically 
examined. Selective Service local boards 
at the present time are classing 20 per 
cent of those physically examined in class 
IV-F, as being totally disqualified for 
military service, 12 per cent in class 
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I-B, as being fit for limited military ser- 
vice only, and 68 per cent in class I-A, 
as being qualified for general military 
service. Of the 68 per cent classed as 
being qualified for general military ser- 
vice and sent to the army induction sta- 
tion, about 13 per cent are being rejected 
because of physical, mental, moral, 
administrative and other reasons. This 
means that about 60 per cent of all 
registrants physically examined by the 
local boards are accepted into the army. 

“The purposes of this plan are (1) to 
afford the registrant participation in 
his own prehabilitation, (2) to select 
more suitable men and increase the num- 
ber of inductions, (3) to improve na- 
tional morale by decreasing the number 
of rejections, (4) to cultivate in the 
registrants the spirit of self-reliance, in- 
itiative and patriotism, and (5) to 
effect prehabilitation through maintain- 
ing the normal relationship of the pa- 
tient to his family (physician) and 
dentist.”? 

A program of education will be used 
to inform registrants of the physical 
requirements necessary to enter the 
army. “The program of information 
involves the dissemination of informa- 
tion to the 16,500,000 registrants con- 
cerned and to all the members of the 
medical and dental professions. This 
can be done by preparing and distribut- 
ing special pamphlets, epitomizing the 
physical.requirements and publicizing all 
pertinent information by the press, by 
the radio, by the pulpit and by means 
of motion pictures. This program will 
need the support of educational, health, 
military and_ religious organizations 
throughout the entire country. The ap- 
proach to prehabilitation must be made 
on a national basis.””*

Dr. Kremer then announced that since 
this resolution affected the policy of the 
Society that it could not be considered 
until the next meeting. In the interim 
the text of the resolution will be pub- 
lished in THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW, 
with action to be taken at the regular 
meeting to be held on May 20. 


Dr. Harold Hillenbrand, editor of THE 
FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW, next offered the 
following proposed amendment to the 
By-Laws: 


“Article XIV, Section 25: Delete the words 
‘The official Bulletin of this Society. The 
chairman of this committee shall be editor 
of the official Bulletin.’ And insert ‘The of- 
ficial publication of this Society, THE FORT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW OF THE CHICAGO DENTAL SO- 
cieTY. The chairman of this committee shall 
be the editor of the official publication.’ 

“Article V, Section 1: Delete ‘under the 
title of the Chicago Dental Society Bulletin 
or Bulletin of the Chicago Dental Society, 
the frequency of the issuance of the Bulletin 
to be determined by the Board of Directors.’ 
And insert ‘under the title of THE FORT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW OF. THE CHICAGO DENTAL 
society. Any change in the frequency of 
the issuance of THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW 
shall be determined by the Board of Direc- 

“Delete the word ‘Bulletin’ and insert ‘THE 
FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW’ in the following: Article 
VI, Section 5, lines 3 and 8; Article VII, 
line 4; Article IX, line 13; Article X, Sec- 
tion C, line 7; Article XII, Section C, line 
5; Article XII, Section 2, part C, line 5; 
Article XIV, Section 4, part A, lines 10 and 
11; Article XVIII, Section 3, part A, line 
23 and part D, line 3; Article XIX, Section 
1, line 5 and lines 14 and 15.” 


CENSORS 
Dr. Kremer, acting on instructions 


from the Board of Directors, gave notice 
of intent and purpose to amend Article 


XIII of the By-Laws to provide for ap- 
pointment of the Board of Censors as 
follows: 3 members, 1 for 1 year, 1 for 
2 years and 1 for 3 years, and as each 
retires, appoint a successor for a three- 
year term. The balance of the Board to 
consist of one-year appointees who shall 
be the chairmen of the several branch 
boards of censors. 

Dr. Kremer then stated that the full 
text of the proposed amendment would 
be published in the next issue of THE 
FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW. The text follows: 

“Article XIII, Section II: Strike ‘b. Board 
of Censors.’ 


“Article XIII. Add a new section to be 
designated Section 12 to read as follows: 
‘Board of Censors. This Board shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Directors and shall 
consist of three members beginning with 1, 
2 and 3 year terms, and upon their retire- 
ment their successors shall be appointed for 
three-year terms; provided, however, that no 
two appointees shall be members of the same 
branch society. Additional appointees to the 
Board of Censors for one-year terms shall be 
the chairmen of the boards of censors of 
the several branch societies. 

“The Board of Directors shall annually 
designate the chairman of the Board of 
Censors. The appointment of all members to 
the Board of Censors, except the Branch So- 
ciety Board of Censors chairmen, shall be . 
made at the regular June meeting of the 
Board of Directors. Branch Society Board of 
Censors chairmen shall be appointed to the 
Board of Censors upon certification of their 
status by the secretaries of their respective 
branch societies without action by the Board 
of Directors.’ ” 


Dr. McNeil then announced that both 
proposed amendments to the By-Laws 
would be considered at the next regular 
meeting and be published in THE FoRT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW in the interim, in ac- 
cordance with the By-Laws. 


ELECTION 


Chairman McNeil announced that 
only one slate of officers had been filed 
in accordance with the By-Laws and 
asked the Secretary to read the names. 
Dr. Kremer then read the names of the 
following candidates: President-Elect, 
Willis J. Bray ; Vice-President, Christian 
Davidson ; Secretary, Harold W. Oppice ; 
Treasurer, Leo W. Kremer. Motion was 
then regularly made and severally sec- 
onded that the Secretary be instructed

Dr. Ezra F. Hazell, of Springfield, who 
was a member of the state board of 
dental examiners in Illinois for many 
years, died on April 15 at the age of 67.

MURRAY BILL IS 
TURNED DOWN 


The Murray Bill, S. 783, which pro- 
posed to guarantee the employment of 
dentists in the army in their professional 
capacities, was turned down by the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, 


which had been studying the bill. No 
official statement was made by the mem- 
bers of the Military Affairs Committec 
but it was learned that army and selec- 
tive service act officials had opposed a 
favorable report on the bill. Because of 


this action it is highly unlikely that the 
bill will move further toward considera- 
tion by the Congress. 


DR. HENRY REHM 
1894-1941 


Dr. Henry Rehm, a member of the 
North Side Branch for the past seven- 
teen years, died in his home at 2631 
Sunnyside Avenue on April 8, at the 
age of 47. He was a graduate of the 
University of Illinois, College of Den- 
tistry, class of 1924.

SURGEON GENERAL FLAYS 
HEALTH OF U. S. MEN 


Surgeon General Thomas Parran of 


the United States Public Health Service, 
who recently returned from a study of 
public health conditions in wartime Lon- 
don, said last week that it “was a 
national disgrace that from 30 to 40 per 
cent of men otherwise available for 
military service are being deferred by 
reason of physical defects.” The United 
States, said Parran, in addition to this 
problem of physical man power has sani- 
tation problems near certain defense 
areas that are more acute than some that 
he had seen in the war zone. 

“T hear much of depressing conditions 
in the air raid shelters in London,” he 
continued, “but I was astonished to find 
that in the worst of them sanitation was 
much better than among our civilian 
families in a dozen booming defense 
areas I could mention.” 

Informed commentators construed Par- 
ran’s remarks as the prelude to legisla- 
tion by the federal Congress in regard 
to problems of national health during 
the war crisis.

DENTAL DEFECTS IN 
ILLINOIS DRAFTEES 


Of 5,897 men examined for military 
service under the Selective Service Act 
in Illinois, 248 were rejected for dental 
conditions up to January 25, according 
to a report issued by the Bureau of 
Public Relations of the American Dental 
Association. The total amount of rejec- 
tions in the same group for all causes 
was 1,198. Dental conditions thus were 
responsible for about 25 per cent of total 
rejections or 6.27 per cent of the men 
examined. If the rejections for dental 
causes at induction stations are added to 
those of the draft board, a total of 10.19 
per cent is reached, a total which is al- 
most twice as great as that of any other 
single rejection cause.
